Allied Headquarters, 
Batavia, Oct. 31. 


Brigadier A. W. Mallaby, 
eommanding the 49th Indian 
Infantry Brigade at Sourabaya, 
was murdered, while actually in 
conference with the Indonesian 
Extremist leaders. 


The news was brought in by 
two Allied officers: who were 
with Brigadier Mallaby at the 
time and escaped to tell the tale, 
Brigadier Mallaby had motored 
down late yesterday afternoon 
to meet Indonesian leaders to 
discuss the procedure of the 
“cease fire” order,

this morning at 10.80 .a.m. 
Batavia Time, Asked whether

CHRISTISON'S WARNING 
Batavia, Oct. 31. 

Lt.-Genornl Sir Philip Christi- 
son, commander-In-chief of the 
Allted Forces in Indonesia, refar- 
ring to the foul murder of Briga- 
dicr Mallaby. at Sourabaya, said: 
“When General Hawthorn left 
Sourabaya to return to Batavia, 
the oxtremist leaders appeared to 
be friendly and co-operative. 
Shortly after his return, Briga- 
dicr Mallaby, commander of the 
British forces !n Sourabaya, was 
foully murdored while arranging 
detnila of the “‘cense fire”. order, in 
company with the extremist 
leaders and two British officers, 

“No details are available except 
that it was witnessed by the two 
British officers who escaped. 

“I warn all Indonesians through- 
out Javoe that they should have 
nothing to do with the oxtremist 
elements and that they should co- 
operate with my forces and Hve in 
Peace and harmony with thom,” 
Genoral Christison added, “for if 
force is used agninst my troops, it 
will be met with foree. I am de- 
termined to maintain law and 
order and I look to all good In- 
donesians to support me in- this

PRIEST'S TESTIMONY 

Father Francis Cosgrave 
testified that when American 
troops fought past the gates of 
de la Salle College on February 
12, a Japanese officer ordered 
the inmates to be slaughtered. 
He said the Japanese killed 40 
men, women and children, in- 
cluding Brother Xavier, the col- 
lege head. 

Cosgrave said he was giving 
absolution to an aged fellow 
priest when a Japanese bayo- 
net thrust under his upraised 
arm Killed the dying man.

For nearly two decades’ the 
“world state’ has been the 
goal of millions of progressives 


tween wars, scores of schemes 
of world and group federation 
were drawn up and enthusiasti- 
cally canvassed. But ‘now the 
furnaces of war have done 
what the paper conastitution- 
makers from Wilson downwards 
could never do. We have not 
“one world” yet — but we have 
two or three — in the vast 
federations of the ,U.S.A. (and 
neighbours) andy tha U.S.S.R. 
and neighboursy, with a pos- 
sible third in Britain and West- 
ern Europe, and, ultimately a 
fourth in the Far, East. The 
development of large parts of 
the carth’s surface is thus com- 
ing under orderly control If 
the big groups can plan to- 
gether as well as planning in- 
side their own areas, fact and 
aspiration will be moving to- 
gether at last. Will. ‘they? 
Surveying the tense jockeying 
for position that in now going 
on in almost ail the strategic 
orcas of the-world, it may scem 
crass optimism to believe that 
they will, But is there any 
clash of interest between these 
war-forged “worlds” sufficient 
to make it worth while to en- 
tertain a war of mutual annihi- 
lation? Is here any solid irre- 
concilibility of interests? Both 
America and the Soviet can, if 
they wish, flourish in self- 
sufficiency. They. would have 
to be mad indeed to precipitate 
another world war for foreign 
markets. It is true that Com- 
munism and Capitalism are 
not easy bedfellows, .But Rus- 
sia’s example is not likely to 
unsettle the falth of any citia 
zen of God's Own Country ~ 
thoigh the opulent G. I. may 
be more than a trifle disturb- 
ing to poor old Ivan Ivanovitch, 
still obliged to keep his belt 
tightened to the last notch. But 
as Russia's vast productive 
power {s once again harnessed 
to the needs of her people and 
the life of plenty which has 
been the dream of Russia’s mil- 
lidns for so many centuries be- 
gins to come around the corner 
at last, many of Russia’s pre- 
sent phobins will melt away. 
The substantial Increase in’

the war — and wi 

bability continue — is a factor 
which must not be left out of 
sight. “A world expansionist 
economy” is no more catch- 
phrase. It is the beacon light 
for the world’s future.

That hope was expressed by 
the former Primer Minister, 
Mr. Winston Churchill, imme- 
diately upon learning that the 
conference had been arranged. 

One of the pioneers {in the 
war-time practice of personal 
meetings between allied leaders 
to smooth out differences, Mr. 
Churchill expressed in — the 
House of Commons his hope 
that the talks would “range 
over everything which will lead 
to good relations between our- 
selves and the United States.” 

DEBATE URGED 

But at the same time he hint- 
ed that) the outnumbered — but 
extremely vocal Conservative 
minority party may ask for ao 
debate on Brilish foreign policy 
before the Prime Mjnister’s de- 
parture. a 

“Hitherto,” Mr, Churchill 
said “the opposition has not 
pressed the matter, but it may 
be necessary for them to con- 
sider {t before Mr. Attlee leaves 
the country. Various views 
could Be set forward so that 
they could be published to the 
world.” 

From one of Mr. Attlee’s own 
Labourite supporters came the 
question “Is it not time, now 
that you are going to have con- 
versations, to call in Russia?” 

“T think it is better to take 
these things by stages,” the 
Prime Minister responded.—As 
sociated Press. 

NO, 1 PROBLEM 
London, Oct. 81. 

The world’s number .one pro- 
blem—the atom bomb—will be the 
main ‘subject of the forthcoming, 
tatks between the British Prime 
Minister, Mr. Clemont Attlee, and 
the United States Presidont, Mr.

Whether correctly or not, the 
British public ts coming to believe 
that the United States is in- 
creasingly opposed to sharing the 
atom secret, and that the Soviet 
Governmont {s increasingly con- 
vinced that this is poisoning the 
atmosohere for international co- 
operation. Hence, the urgent 
need of clarification of the atom 
bomb policy possibilities is being 
canvassed in London and this in- 
cludes the suggestion that_both 
Mr. Attleo and Marshal Stalin 
wero invited to a Big Three mect- 
ing but that so for only Mr, 
Attlee had accopted. ‘ 

Reliable observers in 
consider, however, that 
Attlee’s visit was always intended 
to bo an Anglo-American affair, 
without prejudice to any 8U 
sequent “Big Three” meeting and 
this view is largely substantiated 
by Mr. Truman to-day, who told 

hite House reporters that he 
had no knowledge whether Mar- 
shal Stalin had been or would be 
Invited to the Washington talks.
